fortunate persons were not wilfully guilty of a glaring traf- 
fic violation. 

Yet by failing to exercise proper driving care and cour- 
tesy—things which cannot be construed as a violation of 
the law—they caused a death for each 13 days. Small 
children went fatherless and motherless. Homes were 
wrecked as well as automobiles. 

An alert policeman standing a block away from the 
scenes of thesé crashes would have had no occasion to 
halt the drivers. He would have observed neither speed- 
ing nor recklessness. He would have had no means of 
foretelling the tragedy which awaited a few short yards 
away. 
This unfortunate driver might have made a left turn 
without first making sure that the way was clear. An- 
other driver proceeding in the opposite direction might 
not have correctly interpreted his intentions. 

It did happen. One vehicle hurtled over the curbing 
following the crash and fatally injured two pedestrians. 

A man standing in the rear of a truck fell out into 
the street when the truck driver turned from one traffic 
lane into another. The man who fell was killed. Here 
there was no clear-cut violation. Instead, there was erected 
another graveside monument to the troublesome “average 


/ accident.” 


A man was ground to death beneath the wheels of a 
heavy vehicle while crossing at a downtown intersection. 


_ He was walking within the crosswalk and with a favorable 


traffic light. The driver was making a lawful right turn 
The sum total of this was just another grim traffic fatality. 

Both drivers claimed the right of way in an intersec- 
tion crash in which a passenger in one car was killed. In- 
vestigating officers could not fix the blame. Neither could 
the courts. 

‘It is apparent that speed—our greatest killer —fig- 
ured in 15 of the 30 traffic deaths so far this year,” Police 
Chief Herbert Jenkins declared. ‘‘We can and will do our 
utmost to stop speeding. 

“There is no enforcement means of getting at the 
‘average driver,’ however. His greatest fault is compla- 
cency or carelessness. 

“Tn traffic, there are three ‘E’s’—enforcement, educa- 
tion and engineering. 

“We admit half the traffic deaths this year come un- 


der ‘enforcement,’ since there is evidence of violations. 


The other half, though, would have to be classified under 


education or engineering.”

House Speaker Fred Hand has ap- 
pointed a special commitee of the Geor- 
gia Legislature to study our state’s traf- 
fic conditions and laws with a view to 
drafting legislation to curb the rising 
toll of lives taken on our highways. 


We are pleased indeed at this de- 
velopment and at the growing signs of 
publie concern about the needless car- 
nage on highways. The legislators have 
stated that safety on Georgia roads is 
the most important problem facing the 
General Assembly next January. It 
is gratifying to see that they realize the 
seriousness of the situation. 


7 We do not profess to know the reme- 

dies for all the traffic ills. We have 
been attempting to point out some of the 
causes which can be removed to result 
in savings of lives and property. 


It is true that our traffic regulations 
fail to meet today’s needs, particularly 
as they relate to the conditions of our 
roads. It is equally true that enforcpr- 

ment of the laws we have and penal 
>> for violations have been lax in too many 


instances and in too many localities. 


Ultimately it is the job of the Legis- 
lature to provide uniform traffic regu- 
lations patterned to meet existing needs 
and the problems we must solve. These 
should be as carefully prepared as 
Speaker Hand evidently intends them 
to be. In naming Rep. Hoke Smith of 
Fulton to head the committee and Rep. 
Howell Hollis of Muscogee and Rep. 
Ebb Duncan of Carroll as members, he 
assures us that such a job will be done. 


We’ commend Speaker Hand and 
members of the Legislature who, along 
with Governor Talmadge, have recog- 
nized that one of the major functions 
of state government is protection of our 
citizens from slaughter on our highways.

Laborite Reaction 


Seems Auwfully Silly 


Were it not for the serious political 
implications involved, it would be pos- 
sible to push aside British Laborites’ 
opposition to the destruction of North 
Korean power plants onthe Yalu. How- 
ever, the Bevanite faction is using the 
air strike on legitimate targets as a 
means of whipping up hysteria and fur- 
ther division within Britain about fol- 
lowing United States leadership. 


The average American’s reaction is 
probably, “Why weren't these vital tar- 
gets knocked out earlier?” Why should 
anything in North Korea which adds to 
the Communist war potential be spared? 


However, the demagogue Aneurin 
Bevan, whose principal target usually 
is the United States, is able to make 


political capital out of the blows in at- - 


tacks on the Churchill government. As 
a result, the British public is misled and 
confused. 


We believe that General Clark acted 
entirely within his province in ordering 
the raids with approval of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. And since we are pro- 
viding most of the fighting men, most 
of the money, equipment and air power, 
we cannot see where the British have 
a right to complain. The hysterical 
outbursts of the Bevanites merely seem 
the sillier therefor. 


In similar vein, we see no reason for 
naming a Britisher as deputy to Gen- 
eral Clark if the aim of such a deputy 
is to prevent fighting the Korean War 
to a victorious conclusion as soon as 
possible. 

The British have hoped, it appears, 
that Communist China could be weaned 
away from the Kremlin as was Tito in 
Yugoslavia. They may reason, as have 
some of our leaders, that intense pres- 
sure on the Chinese will only throw 
them into a tighter and tighter iron 
grip of the Russians. 

However, if bombing targets near the 
Chinese border makes the Communists 
more amenable to a truce, then by all 
means must we bomb. If the Reds wish 
to carry on the war, destruction of these 
military assets will make our job of 
fighting it easier.

Soviet Russia is attempting to push com- 
munism., 


Regardless of the merits of his argu- 
ment about our attempts to force free- 
dom and enterprise upon the peoples of 
the world long accustomed to regimen- 
tation, it does give us an opportunity to 
point out the differences in the objec- 
tives of the two ideologies. 


The American revolutionary move- 
ment has succeeded as has no other in 
history in freeing mankind from the 
chains of economic and political serfdom. 


In stressing the importance of and in 
promoting the interests of the individual 
through his own efforts while teaching 
him his voluntary obligations to his fel- 
lows our system is indeed revolutionary. 
That it encompasses the practical phi- 
losophy of Christianity is proof of its 
merit—a philosophy based upon the in- 
dividual and self-discipline. 

The Communist ideology, which 
seeks to gain its ends through subver- 
sion, strife, war, and human misery, is 
more a reaction than a revolution. It 
seeks to return mankind to serfdom, to 
make all people slaves to a Communist 
ruling class which controls all means of 
production, communication, and distri- 
bution.

Baptist Worker Contradicts Dr, Allen 
On Views of Marriage After Divorce 


Atlanta—In most fraternal spirit I take 
issue with my good friend Dr. Charles L, 
Allen on his article in The Constitution June 
7 relative to marriage after divorce. 

He told of a young man who, after having 
married a divorced woman, rg read the 
clear teaching of Jesus in Matt. 5:32: “.... 
and whosoever shall marry se that ‘is 
divorced committeth adultery.’’ The young 
man should likewise have looked at Mark 
10:2-12 and found a more elaborate state- 
ment of the same principle by our Lord, 
who concludes His teachings there with these 
words, ‘‘Whoever shall put away his wife 
and marry another, committeth adultery 
against her. And if a woman shall put away 
her husband, and be married to another, 
she committeth adultery.’’ 

Because the young man was disturbed, 
he went to the pastor for instruction. 

In absolute contradiction to the clear 
teaching of Jesus, the pastor endeavors to 
make the young man—and all others—feel 
that marriage after divérce has Biblical 
approval, provided the one who is divorced 
repents of the sin of divorce and promises 
to enter into her, or his, next marriage in 
the Christian spirit. I take issue with my 
good friend in his article on three counts 
as follows: 

1. Divorce is not always, and essentially, 
a sin. Many divoreees can be found who, 
while in married life, were all that God 
would require. There is no evidence of sin 
on their part. The plain fact was that the 
other party deliberately, and without cause, 
broke the sacred contract, hence there is 
nothing with regard to the person’s marriage 
of which to repent. 

Nowhere in His teachings relative to 
divorce did our Master discuss the question 
of the sin of divorce, but in every instance 
He says that marriage after divorce is sin 
and He calls that sin adultery. 

2. ‘‘Divorce is failure,’’ according to my 
friend. Again, I say in many instances the 
failure is due to only one of the parties 
involved. The one sinned against did not 
fail by the widest stretch of the imagination. 

To remain out of wedlock for the rest 
of life after being divorced does not doom 
one to failure, but it offers an opportunity 
to demonstrate one’s loyalty and devotion to 
Christ and His clear teaching that marriage 
after divorce is a sin, 

3. To support his position of endorsing 
marriage after divorce, my good friend re- 
fers to the pronouncement of the Presby- 
terian church in its national meeting and 
States that its position is in harmony with 
his own church, but he entirely ignores the 
clearly expressed will of our Lord, who in 
several instances discussed the question of 
marriage after divorce, but who in no case 
endorsed it, except in the one instance when 
divorce is on the ground of fornication.

Train Conductor Explains 


Crossing Block Incident 


Atlanta—I wish to give an explanation 
concerning being fined for blocking a rail- 
road crossing. 

I was called for No. 59 at 10:30 a. m. June 
19. I left Inman Yards with 122 cars, 
5.670 feet long. There had been a derail- 
ment at Constitution. 

We were stopped at end of double track 
for No. 54, north-bound freight. There were 
ears and the derrick in siding which pre- 
vented our heading in there and it would 
clear only 110 cars from Sawtell Ave. cross- 
ing to end of double track. 

The train was on three curves and the 
cab was partly on the fourth curve. With 
only one brakeman, it was impossible to 
cut crossing. 

With such a long train it would have 
taken 25 or 30 minutes to go tell the engineer 
to cut crossing, then 25 or 30 minutes to 
walk back to cab, which would have de- 
layed us as long or longer than we were. 

We conductors de not like to block cross- 


ings, but we have these long trains to con- 
tend with, so under the circumstances we 
couldn't do anything but wait until the 
track was cleared so we could go on. 

We should be sympathized with rather 
than criticized or fined.

The Senate. which 
action on the hill earlier this 
month, has approved an eight- 
month extension of price and wage 
controls, together with rent regu- 
lation, to Feb. 28, 1953.

He mad@ this plea despite the 
fact that the House on earlier votes 
of a similarly tentative character 
had adopted a series of amend- 
ments that the administration 
holds will weaken both price and 
wage controls.

The Woman’s Place...... 


Somewhere in Chattanooga, Tenn., at 35024 Wilcox 


Boulevard, to be exact, lives the only woman that ever 
struck out three major league batters in one inning. You 
would have to say this for Jackie Mitchell—she didn’t pick 
her spots. Her victims were Babe Ruth, Lou Gehrig and 
Tony Lazzeri. 

It was 1931, and Ruth, Gehrig and Lazzeri were the biggest of the 
murderous New York Yankee guns. Jackie Mitchell was a female 
southpaw pitching for Chattanooga in a spring exhibition game. 

Be There are those, Bill Stern, for ex- 
ample, who dramatize this event with the 
seriousness of a BBC broadcawster de- 
scribing a coronation. Except for Joe 
Engel's arrival in Chattanooga, Jackie 
would never have thrown e@ven an apricot 
in the name of the Lookouts. And except 
for Joe’s pre-arrangement, she'd surely 
have never fanned the Babe, the Iron 
Horse and Poosh ’Em Up. 


And except for George M. Traut- 
man, the high commissioner of minor 
league baseball, Mrs. Eleanor Engle 
might not have retained her present 
set of God-given teeth. For it is Mrs. 
Engle of the Harrisburg (Pa.) Inter- 
state League club, who attempted this 
‘ week to prove again that the woman’s 
ee : a place is not in the home, but at short- 
Bisher stop. The Harrisburg club, running 

seventh in its class B league, signed 
Frau Engle and was prevented from installing her in the lineup 
only by the swift-moving Trautman, a married man and a father. 


It all brought back the story of Jackie Mitchell, Joe Engel’s 
girl southpaw. 

(In spite of the similarity in name and character, Mrs. Engle 
and Joe are not related. ‘‘She’s pretty enough thaf I'd like to adopt 
her,’ Joe said by the telephone Wednesday. He's always been 
looking for a shortstop who could hit and look like that.) 


—The Babe Came Late, But Got the W ord 


In 1931, Joe Engel had just been stationed in Chattanooga by 
the Washington Griffiths. Jackie Mitchell was one of his first pro- 
ductions, a forerunner of his elephant hunts, greased pig pursuals, 
Chinese outfielders, circus giants, centerfield funerals and frequent 
second-division finishes. As you look back over the radical Engelisms, 
Jackie Mitchell mellows into a rather tame event. rs 


Engel, of course, had to take some steps beyond the reach 
of baseball law to insure pitcher Mitchell's success. It was ar- 
ranged with Gehrig and Lazzeri that the lady was to be invincible. 
Joe couldn't locate Ruth, who'd probably stopped to take on a 
fresh load of hot pups, and the Babe went into the act unre- 
hearsed. 


It became apparent later, however, that the Babe had been 
cajoled into joining up as a victim, probably by Gehrig and Lazzeri. 
At any rate, when pitcher Mitchell unfurled her left-handed stuff 


Ruth fanned up a terrific breeze. 


Miss Mitchell's career was brief. She .pitched in other ex- 
hibition games, but Bert Niehoff, beginning a four-year term as 
manager, found a way to finish fourth that year without her. 
She wasn retired to a girls’ team sponsored by Engel—and mod- 
estivy called the Engelettes—and never crashed the Southern 
Association. 


Jackie’s father was an optometrist. Her baseball career aborted, 
-she retired to work for him a few years later. She now is reported 
to be working in a Chattanooga mill. She has never married, and 
today would be something like 41 or 42 years old. 


—Emil Verban’s Pitching Sister 


Just a few nights ago, a network television show staged a wildly 
imaginative story of a girl who pitched for the Philadelphia Phillies. 
Steve Snider, a sports columnist for United Press, recalls, however, 
a real life girl pitcher who had the men folks on their ears around 
Lincoln, Il., some years ago. 


Her name was Frances Vrban. She had a brother who played 
several seasons in the big leagues. His first name was Emil. 
He spelled the last name Verban. After a stretch with the Cards, 
Phillies and Cubs, he passed on to Springfield, and he’s now sup- 
plying at second base for that International League club. They say 
that if he could hit like his sister Frances, he’d still be up there. 


Frances, they say, had a sharp curve—the throwing kind-—but 
nothing else. She kept the corn country semi-pros at their distance 
for a few innings at a time, but even the men folks can’t throw their 
Sunday curve pitch after pitch. When Frances tired, the sluggers 
nailed her and her day was done. 

She was worth far more than her weight at the gate, though. for 
she was the feature attraction in what Steve Snider says was an 
all-male league otherwise. 

Frances proved one point, though, the male isn’t as all-fired 
smart as he thinks he is. They could have at least kept her on the 
roster to do the washing and ironing.

‘Guardian Angel’ Abandons Chick on 36th Hole 


As Turnesa Takes Crown With Blazing Finish

LOUISVILLE, June 25—(#!\—Tight-lipped little Jim Turnesa came charging from be- 
hind with a blazing putter Wednesday to whip Melvin (Chick) Harbert, 1-up, for the PGA 
golf championship and to prove the Turnesas don't always finish second. 


The 39-year-old son of an immi- 
grant Italian greenskeeper won 
the 36th hole when Harbert, 
shouldered pro from Northville 
Mich., 
ngel, poked his drive into an al- 
most unplayable lie under an ever- 
green tree on the left of the fair- 
Way. 

Harbert had to crawl under the 
tree and chip out into the fair- 
way. It took him three blows 60 
reach the green and Turnesa, 
down the middle and on the car- 
pet, won with a steady par four. 

It was an ironic ending for Har- 
bert. who as a veritable links 
magician had scrambled from 
trees, roughs and deep sand to pile 
up a three-hole lead at the end of 
the morning round and hold his 
advantage until the 32nd hole. 

It was there that Turnesa, drip- 
ping with sweat, pulled even with 
a. birdie three after sinking an 
eight-foot putt. Then the two an- 
taconists went down the wire, 
stroke for stroke, until the final 
hole. 

Turnesa became 
man in history to capture the 

PGA championship. He is 39 
years and six months old. Sam 
Snead, the previous oldest, was 
a month over 39 when he pre- 
vailed a year ago.

Tips for Watermelon 
Preserves and Pickle 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 
If watermelon is one of vour favorite foods, then vou are in fora 


month of fun-eating 


Georgia crop of Cannonbalis will

The early arrivals will 
from South Georgia and during 
July melons will be shipped in 
from the central and northern 
parts of the state. 

If you are a watermelon con- 
noisseur, look for the new variety 
called the Congo. It is a long, 
dark green, thin-rind melon with 
a remarkable flavor. 

Sometimes buying a_ whole 
watermelon presents a problem 
to small families. Then, too, 
many refrigerators are not large 
enough to hold an uncut melon. 
SCIENCE TO RESCLE 

It has heen everyone’s exper- 
ence that once a meion is cut it 
is never so good. But not anys 
more. 

Recently we spent an afternoon 
picking up watermelon tricks 
from Dr. J. G. Woodroof, food 
technologist, Georgia Experiment 
Station and found that sliced 
watermelon treated with an ascor- 
hic acid solution will remain fresh 
two to three times. longer. 

“Once watermeions are cut 
they rapidiy develop an oxidized 
flavor.’ said this research man. 
“Ascorhbie atid (vitamin C) is as 
effective in preserving 
flavor in watermelons as in 
taining the fresh color in 
peaches.” 

TO KEEP MELONS FRESH 


Next time you cut a melon, 
do this to the portion you plan 
to store: Make a solution of one- 
fourth teaspoon ascorbic acid in 
one pint water. 

Either brush solution on 
the cut surface of the meion or, 
better yet, pour the solution in 
a flat pan and dip the melon in 
ijt. Cover with foil or waxed paper 
and put in refrigerator. Cut 
melons may be kept two days 
this way. 

Incidentally, this is a fine idea 
for restaurants and cafeterias 
So often melons have to be cut 
many hours ahead of serving and 
‘rubbery,’’ dried out melon is 
a mighty sad dessert. 

SPEED ESSENTIAL 

As natural as watermelon in 
Georgia is watermelon rind 
pickle or preserves. Dr. Wood- 
roof has done much research 
on these two. 

Studies show that all the green 
rind and pink meat must be care- 
fully removed to get best results. 
The green becomes fibrous and 
the pink meat turns dark and be- 
comes soggy when preserved. 

Prepared rinds should be made 
{nto preserves within 2 to 3 hours, 
otherwise a preservative. must 
be used. At the Experiment Sta- 
tion they do not feel the old- 
fashioned long drawn out prepar- 
ation is necessarily best. 

Here are their recommend:- 
tions and recipes for two tradi- 
tionally Georgian products. Sinc? 
half-pints and pints of water- 
melon pickle or preserves make 
such thoughtful Christmas gifts, 
why not take a day off now and 
make some holiday presents. 
HOW TO PREPARE RINDS 

Wash and trim rinds of all 
green and pink parts. Dice, eut 
into strips or anv desired shape. 
Since these ‘“‘pickles’’ must be 
erunchy or crisp, firm them im- 
mediately in a solution of cal- 
elum hvdroxide ‘(builder's lime). 

For Four-Hour Soaking: Make 
@ solution of two-thirds ounce 
of lime in two and one-half zal- 
lons warm water. This is enough 
for 10 pounds rind. Stir 
quently to insure thorough uni- 
form penetration of calcium.
